DETAILED ACTION 

General Status 

1. This is a First Action on the Merits. Claims 1-65, are pending in the case. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. § 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 
35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.G. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-20, 24-54 and 56-65, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lee et al. (US 6,118,917). 

Lee et al. in figures 1-4, discloses an optical module for use in an optical device, 
comprising an optical component 310, a relative reference mount 100 for mounting to a 
substrate 200, an optical component mount 300, 400 are also disclosed. The mounting features 
on the substrate are 210, 220 and the mating features are 120 and 320 on items 100, 300 and 
400. Bonding by using an adhesive or metal solder is disclosed in column 4, lines 64-67 and

column 5, lines 1-2. The solder and adhesive are heat activated and have non-bonding state 
and bonded state. For claims 5, 6, 34, 47 and 59, the two plates on the optical component 
mount are disclosed in figure 1 and the optical fiber changes the signal at least in one direction. 
For claims 20, 41 and 64, during the melting of solder, thermal coupling of solder with heating 
element will be inherently required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 21-23 and 55 are objected to as .being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
